ROMANCE IN HIGH LIFE. 


Marriage of Prince Louis de 
Bourbon, 


Miss Emilie Hamil, a Cuban, 
the Etride. 


Nrw York, March 21 —For some time 
ast (ie Paris papers have been exceed- 
ngly busy in girculating what they 

termed scandal story concerning an 
elopement in high life. Prince Louis de 
Bourbon, well Known at all the Court 
circles of Europe, had suddenly eloped 
with a handsome maijen not of the 
royal blood, and all aristocratic Europe 
was horrified... All newsmongers of the 
European capitals bad bad their say in 
regard to the story until within the past 
few days ibe unsophisticated members of 
the Paris press lost track of the chiva!- 
rous.prince and laid down their quills in 
anger at the sudden disappearance of the 
sutject of their gossip. ow surprised 
wili they he when they hear that said 
prince was married in_ this city 
of New York last (Saturday) even- 
ing, atsix o’clock, and with the same 
lady, Miss Emilie Hamil, whose nor- 
possession of the royal biood called forth 
the ire of the entire European aristocra- 
cy. But let me give you the story, as 
related by a writer of the Sunday World, 
who witnessed the ceremonies, It is 
rather long for the purposes of this letter, 
but as ‘‘live’’ princes do not get married 
every day in this country, and as seldom 
so much real romance can be found 
crowded in such little space. I give your 
readers the story account, as I find it re- 
lated in the paper above mentioned. 
Here it ii: 
Some four yeara ago (to begin at the 
beginning). the wife and two daughters 
of Signor Hamil, a Cuban merchant re- 
siding in oe tarried in New York 
on their Way to Paris, where the educa- 
tion of the youngest daughter was to be 
submitted, as her sister’s bad been, to 
the tutors of that metropolis. They re- 
mained here five months, occupying 
rooms at Delmonico’s, on Fourteenth 
ctreet. Their welcome in Paris was fol- 
lowed by an almost immediate intro- 
duction of Mr. Hamil and Miss Emilie 
Hamil to the selectest society of the 
capital. The young Cuban girl, 
modest aud haif uoaware of her charms, 
took the Imperial Court as if by storm. 
Her accomplishments were quite as rare 
as her beauty, even in the midst of ladies 
trained from their infancy to all the arti- 
tices by which woman entice men and 
princes to their feet, &he was able to 
converse in French and [talian as well 
as in her native Bpavish. Bhe could 
speak the Eaglisb language intelligently 
if not flaentiy. She was a superb per- 
former on the piano, and sang with a. 
voice so naturally powerful aod sweet, 
aud so wonderfuily cultured, that at that 
early time of her youth there were ad- 
mirers ready to pit her against the di- 
vine Patti, as a nightingale whose notes 
had never been surpassed. The Emperor 
and the Empress were alike fascinated 
hv her, She was soon received at Court 
festivals, in company with her mother, 
asa favorite guest. Snielded ‘aud dis- 
tingnished by such approval, it was no 
marvel that tue gjaidgn—whoese loveii- 
ness alone has proved at least more po- 
tent than the frown of her Imperia 
friend—bad numerous Offers of marriage 
from persons ss emjusnfas ambitious 
women would say yea or bay to. Prince 
Achille Murat was oue of her suitors. 
In time there appeared 4 loyer who 
eclipsed them all—no less «& lover than 
Prinee Louis de Bourbon, gon of Louis 
de Bourbon, Count d’Aquilla of Italy, 
grandson of Charles V, cousin of Don 
Carlos,of Spain, nephew of theex-King of 
Naples, aad giso of Doon Pedro, Em. 
pefor of Brazil. That wao two years 
ego. The prince was then twenty-two 


| years old, and Misa Hamil, to whom he 


professed hie love, and who accepted it, 
was aged eighteen years. Mrs. Hamil, 
informed of what bed oocurred, and of 
her daughter’s wish, assented to a tacit 
engagement between Miss Eailie and 
the Prince de Bourbon. But the engage- 
ment, subsequently made Known to the 
Gouot d’Aquila, fatLer of the prises, 
did not meet with his sangtion, Fora 
eonsiderable period the engagement was 
kept unannounced, ag the pringe hoped 
to vain time and win his father’s favor. 
Bul.during the last year the lover re- 
sorted to bolder tactics, and pressed the 
justice of bia suit upon his royal relatives 
elsewhere and at the Imperial Court, 
fhe Emperor Napoleon was not really 
averse to the match; neither was the. 
Empres3 Eagenie. The Count d’Aquil- 
la’s representations were Weighty enough 
to render the Kmperor peutral as to the 
proposed and opposed marriage, and 
finally to win the Kmperor over to the 
father’s side. Aoout the first of Febru- 
ary, Prince Louis, being tweaty-four 
years of age, addressed a last appeal to 
Napoleon for permission to marry the 
lady of hie choice. The Emperor's as- 
sent was requisite, not only to sustain 
the prince egainst bis father’s opposition, 
but to enable’ him to marry at allin 
France, where a canon cf the Catholic 
Chureh—of which both Priace Louis and 
Miss Hamil are members—forbids the 
marriage of @ man under twenty-five 
years of age without the consent of his 
parents. ‘To this appeal Prince Louis re- 
ceived an equivocal reply. Napoleon’s 
meesage made the Prince justly indig- 
nant, and clinched his resolve to take 
the whole matter into his owa hands. 
He obtained the censent of Miss Hamil 
and ber mother, who were convinced of 
the sincerity of his attachment and the 
futility of further parley with the un-. 
reasonable Count d’ Aquilla and his 
crowned friends.and kinsman. The 
three—Prince Louis, Mrs. Hamil, and 
Miss Emilie, the mother always atteud- 
ing her daughter—ieft France forthwith, 
crossed the chanuel, and proceeded to 
London, with the intent to have the 
marriage solemnized there. Hearing of 
the departure, Count d’Aquita foilowed 
them to London, and renewed his pro- 
test in the presences of the prinee, bis 
son, aud Mrs. Hamil. He represente: 
to Prince Louis that his mother, the 
Condesa d’A.quilla, was lying dangerous- 
ly ill in Paris, and that her illness might 


‘have a fatal termination if she shouid 


be informed of the priace’s sudden mar- 
riage. These unexpected tidings com- 
pelled the prince to return, They also 
induced Mrv. Hamil to assure the Count 
d’Aquilla that she did not desire that her 
daughter’s union with Prince Louis 
should prove to be the cause of so serious 
a shock toany member of his family. 
Bat, repairing to Paris, the young prince 


feund that he had been grossly deceived. 


His mother’s health was quite as good as 
it usually was, nor had she indis- 
pesed during his absence. The Count 
d’Aquilla’s ruse thus inspired his son’s 
resentment, aud released Mrs. Hamil 
from her pledge. Mother, dawghter and 
lover unbesitatingly quitted Franceanew 
ani went to Colcgte. The news of their 
journey sped before them, and, applying 
to the Catholic Arehbishop for a dispen- 
sation in favor of their marriage, the 
lovers met with another disappointment. 
They then made their .way, as unob. 
ceerved as possible, through Belgium and 
over the channel to Eogiand again: The 
three wanderers privately embarked on 
the Cunard extra steamship Palmyra, 
and arrived at Boston about a week ago. 
Thence they came on to New York Jast 
Monday. Among the numerous friends 


which the prince and Mrs. and Miss’ 


Hamil met in Paris, were—fortunate- 
ly for them in their recent strait—Mr. 
and Mrs. Asher T. Meyer, who reside at 
No. 42 West Forty-ninth street, in this 
city. Both Mr. and Mrs. Meyer, learn- 
ing of their arrival, warmly seconded 
the resolation of the prince and hia mis- 
tress to obtain a marriage in New York 
at once. The priest officiating at: the 
Catholic Chureh on Twenty-third street, 


between Seventh and Eighth avenue, 


was sought, and engaged to consummate 
the marriage of the prince and Miss 
Hamil at six o’clock last evening. At 
& message came from the priest, 
which is understood to have been dicta- 
ted by Archbishop MeCloskey, announc- 
ing that he could not bless the nuptials 


as had been promised. Prince Luis, to. 
gether witb Mrs. Hamil and her daugh- 
ter, repaired at ones to the priest’s resi- 
dence. The good priest was unrelenting 
and in his decision the prince may have 
diecerned that also of the Pope of Rome. 
Quitting the Catholic presence, and de- 
ciarinpg himself willing to entirely re- 
nounce his rights as ascion of the House 
of Bourbon, Prince Louis and his bride, 
still attended by Mrs. Hamil, obtained a 
civil marriage, and are now man and 
wife. Whoever was privileged to wit- 
ness the joy and almost unexampled 
beauty of the Princess de Bourbon, 
and the delight of the prince himself, as 
they sat amovg their friends last even- 
ing, could hardly refrain from admitting 
that this brave Cuban lacy is sa fit to 
adoro a station which her husband may 
have forever sacrificed. as the gallant 
Italian is to be invested with the full 
rigit aud title of an American citizen.

THE IRISH CHURCH. 


John Brichi's Speech on its Dise 
esiablishmeunt, 


John Brixht then delivered a long and 
abie speech in favor of the measure, The 
Established Church of England had the 
assent of a large majority of the people 
of England; but the yuestion was 
whether that Church was good also for 
the people of Ireland.. The opponents of 
this bill had utterly failed to prove that 
the opinion cf the civil'zed world was 
hostile to this measure, as bad been sta- 
ted. He reviewed the opinions of states- 
men on the question, and quoted Lord 
Stanley’s remark, that Ire:snd was tbe 

uestion of tue hour. ije referred to the 
conduct of Lord Mayo while Lord Lieu- 
tenant of Ireland, and the position of 
other Tories, tg that party had 
no poligy on the trish question. The 
bill now before the Houss, he continued, 
Was acceptable to the miass of the reople 
of Ireland, Catholies as wel! as Protest- 
anis, and wag alinost universally ap- 
proved by the people of England. As 
had been before stated here, the E:tab- 
lished Church in Ireiand was a@ badge of 
conquest, The conservatives of the fu- 
ture wouyld view the atiilude of tho pres- 
ent conservatives on this question with 
eurprise. He. quoted Cavour’s work on 
Ireland, Where that sauthor shows that 
the Established Church promotes disaf- 
fection and animositfes in that country, 
and causes the peasantry to ba in a worse: 
condition than ihe slaves of the Aatilies, 
and that there were Coulinuel © protests 
againstit. He then contrasted the poai- 
tion of the Church of Eagland. 
lang’s ljbertics, be aaid, were not secured 
by the Church, but by the Puritans and 
non-conformists. Nations never forget 
their religious grievances until the cause 
is removed. The old policy pursued by 
Koglanod rendered Ireland more uttra- 
montane than any country in Europe. 
Catholicism was not only a matter of 
faith, but of patriotism, for which the 
Irish were ready to suffer, or, if need be, 
to die. Since the Union, disturbances 
have been continual, and Protestantism 
was only a fire that was destroying every 
thing that was good and noble in Ireland, 
resulting in the absolute disappearance 
of pease and loyaity. Tne Irishmen 
who had emigrated to the United States 
and Australia were watching anxiously 
the result of this great question.

saying this measure would have the ap- 
proval of the Supreme Judga, being, as 
it was, foynded on cae cf mercy 
a justice, the attributes of His glorious 
reign.

CRIMINAL INTELIGENCE, 


The Patterson Case. 

The examination of witnesses for the 
State was recommenced yesterday mioru- 
at half past nine o’elock, ’equires 
Hall, Hill and Griffiil: being on the 
vench. We bave not ile space for a do- 
tailed report of the testimony, as it was 
very volumnious and of a genera! char- 
acter, and was iniended to establish a 
connection between Patterson and ihe 
two men known to have committed ite 
shooting—Morvgan and Inonn, (hither- 
to designated by us simply as the ‘tall 
one’’ and the ‘‘ chunky one’’). 

The first witness cailed yesterJey 
morning was Mr. Wm. P. Mitchbe!, wh» 
being sworn testified to having sern 
Patterson at Anpergon’s about the time 
of the oceurienc: of the tragedy. Put- 
had two pair of 
saddle bags, no very 
while he, Mitchel, Was at 
Apperson’s. Bolton came in and met 
Patterson atthe door. The bags 
were apparently beavy for their bulk. 
Bolton asked Paiterson what he was 
ifoing withso many saddle bags. His 
answer was that he had them for some 
persons whose uames he (Mitchel) did 
not recoliect. 

Cross examination.—Am no relation to 
Dickens, exc2pt by marriage. My wife 
is neice of Tom Dickens. Never knew 
Patterson, except by sight. ‘The saddle 


office when Pattersoncamein. My at- 
tention wascslied to Patterson by Bol- 


de with so many seddie bags. Tiey 
were not bulky. This was on the day 
preceding the night of the murder. Bol- 
ton and Patterson esemed to desire no 
secre:y in their talk. 

Mr. Davis was then called to the stand. 

Direct examination by the Siate.— 
I reside in the city and Keep 
voarding house; have been in the 
cotton business. Kept a boarding bouse 
during the months of January and Feb- 
ruary. Patierson stopped at my house 
frequentiy. He stopped there several 
days prior to the kiliing—not more than 
usual, bowever. About that time two 
men named Morgan and Inman came 
there with saddle bags, Don’t reco!lect 
whether new or old bags. They said 
they had no moncy, avd went olf afier 
supper. That was January 23d. I did 
uot see them again untii the 4th of Feb- 
cuary, when Mr, Paiterson came to me 
and wanted to kuow what my terms 
were, saying that he had met with two 
young men who were strapped; that 
they were expecting money in & couple 
of weeks, sud be thought absyt becom- 
ing responsible for them for that time. 
He went off and came, back with Mor- 
gan and Inman, I saw Patterson 
no more during the two weeks, until 
‘he Sucday previous to the shooting. 
Oa that day Thompson came to my 
house with Patterson’s carriage aud 
family. He told mo jo take the cerriage 


around to the stable, as it bad become 
injured. I didao, and at tie state i 
saw Patterson and Ioman... Patter- 
son left the city on the 18:h, and the 
two men, Morgan and Iuman, lefi the 
day before (Thuraday.) Thompson car- 
ried his family away with him. J asked 
him:if Ishouid extend the time of the 
two young men. He said no, as they 
were going away and would pay... 
They left the day before tie shooting 
took piace, leaving about one o/ciock 
p.m. They never told me their names; 
[feund them on the register. , . The 
impression wasleft on my mind that 
Patteison and one of the men had beeu 
fellow soldiers. He said to me once tiat 
one of them was “the friend of his fei- 
low soldier.”’ .. Patterson bad become 
security for persons thres or four, per- 
haps half a doxen times before. 

Mr, Townsend was the next witnees 
called to the stand, Direct tmination: 
keep boarding house. Morgan and 
Ioman came there about tne 2srd of 
January to get board, ‘They had no 
money. Zach. Curlin, who seemed to 


me for their board. I afterward sold the 
pistol, Morgan was talier and heavier 
in every way than Loman.’ 

Mr. Wilma was then sworn sad teati- 
Sed as follows: 1 am grocer and have 
a store on the Raleigh road, about 
miles from town. About threo o’clock 
in the afiernogs, on the day of the 
tragedy at the Dickens piace, two men 
stopped at my store and bought a bottic 
of whisky. ‘They were apparenily thirty | 
years old, and wore dark clothes ; had on | 
dark brown felt hats. One was a little 
taller than the other, but think the short 
man wasthe heaviest. They ingyired 
the distance and the road to big crees. 


when they went away took tbe road to 
Raleigh.” 

James H, Hodges, sworn.—I keep the 
Ferry over Wolt iiver at Raleigh. On 
the evening of the tragedy two young 
men crossed the riverin my boat. They 
ebked me why I did not keepa better 
beat, This is ail the converaation that 1 
had with them. They tock tbe roar 
ibrough Raleigh, They were apparentiy 


twenty-five years oid. 

Measick, sworn.—I live near 
Raleigh—a little north of it on the road 
leading to the residence of ‘'om. D.ck- 
ene. wn the evening of the tragedy two 
men passed there. Did not get a good 
look atthem. i looked gt them in an 
angular direction., They were young 
mes of ordinary build; one taller than 
the other. Gce had whiskers snd mous- 
tache, They bad on dark cloihes and 
dark brown bats. J] did not think any- 
thing of seeing them until the next 
merning wheao 1 learned of the tragedy, 
when I endeavored to recall their ap- 
pesrance. 4 

W. A. Harriscn, sworn.—On the after- 
noon previous to the tragedy, I was at 
the grocery of Wiilman, on tne Kaleigh 
six miles from town, While there 
two strangers came up. They were 
dressed in dark clothes, They were 
walking, and inquired how far it was 
and the road to Big Creek. They started 
off afoot to Raleigh. 

W. Hf. Moncrief, sworn.-—I knew Ia- 
man in 1864. I lived at that time in Ra- 
leigh, where I have lived sinee. Inman, 
it was then generally understood, was a 
deserter from the Federalarmy. I have 
since learned that he did not desert. He 
hed a difficulty with s& lievienant and 
knocked bim down, for which he was 
put in the Irving Block, whence he es- 
ca He was afterward rearrested 


ington. I next saw him again, to the 
best of my bolief,in February. I did not 
recognize bim at first, and would not 
have kuown him if be had not told who 
he was, be was altered so much. He 
told me then tiat he designed farmiog, 
if he could get a good farm. He did bot 
say where he designed farming. He raid 
he would not do so upiess he could do it 
in a good style, 

The next witnesses were Taylor, Bur- 
reland Finlay, whore testimony was 
simply to the effect of having seen the 
stravgers on the road to Raleigh. 

The Court adjourned until this morn- 
ing at nine o’clock, when the examina- 
tion of witnesees for the State will be re- 


sumed, 
Shoetiug Affray.

The “ Citizexs’-Union’’ have come to 
grief egain. Their, last pet scheme for 
hampering the city finances, and keep 


| ing tho-e to whom the city was justiy 


indebted (the firemen, the street force, 
and other employees, many of whom are 
in the greatest need) out of their honest, 
hard earned wages, bas fallen to the 
ground. Their ‘injanction,’’ with 
which they were going to kill the bonds 
that they could not vote down, has been 
made virtual'y a dead letter by the de- 
cision of the Chancellor, rendered yester- 
day, and which we present below. It is 
an able document—full of interest and 
replete with hietorical information: 
Farrington and others vs, Mayorand Aldermen 
of em phis, 

Before noticing the main question in- 
volved in this case, I -will say that the 
objection to the jurisdiction of the Court 
is not well taken. 

I think it clear that citizens and tax- 
payers of acity may enjoin the city au- 
thorities from an illegal issuance of city 
bonds, or an illegal use of those already 
issued, If the bonds get into the hands 
of Bona fide holders the city may be 
bound to pay them; and, hence, the 
the oaly practical nomery of the tax- 

egal issuance 
or use of the bonds. (S2e Adama vs, 
Memphis and Little Kock Railroad, 
2 Cold. 645.) If bonds irregulerly is- 
sued must pe paid, which is in effect de- 
cided in that case, it would seem to fol- 
low that there should be a remedy to re- 
strain the improper issuance of them. 
(See a's» Hilliard on Injuaction, p. 315, 
317, 716.) Bat the difficulty 
is to ascertain the meaning of the 
act under which thess bonds are ia- 
The bonds are to be issued 
‘*for the purpose of funding the debt of 
the city.’’ The embarrassment and 
dcubt with which I acted when the bill 
was presented to me for a fiat, are appa- 
rent to counsel from tke fiatitself. In 
determining this question we can derive 
but little aid from law books. It isa 
financial and. not a legal qnestion, and 
one which L have never heretofore ex- 
smined or thought of. Then, what is 
meant by ‘funding the debt of the 
ciiy 2”? What is the funding system? 
Looking briefly to its history, we find 
thatthe esrdiest record of the funding 
system is in the history of Venice, in 
1171. in thet year a forced loan was 
raixed by the Doge of the city, to meeta 
pressing exigency ;- and five per e¢ent. 
was to be paid tothe citizens from whom 
the loan was obtained. Florence, and 
other Italian republics, practiced the 


eystem, and it afterwards became gener- 


alin Europe. “iis object is to provide 
large sums of money for the immediate 
exigencies of the State, which it would 
be impossibie to raise by direct taxa- 
tion.’”? (1 quote from Bouvier’s Liaw 
Dictionary ; 12th Edition; title Fand- 
ing System.’’ 

Ou questions of this sort we most nat- 
uraliy to the history of Eogland ; 
the couutry from which we derive our 
language and laws, and most of cur ideas 
of government and finance. The sys- 
tern of funding was not introduced into 
thal country uutil 1693, during the reign 
of WiliamlIil. B:fore that time the 
revenue had been rajsed by direct taxa- 
tien, and for some time priveipally by the 
jand tex. Abopt tbis time it had become 
impossibie to raice the necpssary revenue 
by texation, without exciling great dis. 
content, apd in January, 1693, a bill was 
pa:sed to raise a million pcunds by loan. 
Tbhig was the origin of the great public 
debt of Hxgiand. The papital of the ecit- 
sought investment ip le.n, as 
it bas ia rasan renewal cf it, the goverr- 
ment promptiy paying the interest. This 
system was followed, and loans taker, 
from (time to time,*until in the year 1814 
the ‘uaded debt of Evgiand was eight 
bundred miifica. ‘ius, on the credit of 
the Government, this sum had 
been raised. And thie Macgulay called 
‘*thea funding system.’”’ [See Macaulay's 
Liietory of England, 4'h volume, page 
vii, et sq.} dcven on this financial 
bulj ct, Usually ésteemed diy, toe bjsto- 
ry Goes not jege its charmiug language 
and elegant diction, 

Recent American history is alse in- 
structive. Udaiil the late civil war our 
fiuaness had not troubled statesmen 
much. But with the war came the 
necessity for large sumsof money, Con- 
gress adjourned March 4tb, 1861, with- 
out having made any extracrdinary pro- 
visions for raising revenue. Before it 
met in extra session, July 4'h, 1861, hos- 
tilitics had begun. To reige sufficient 
amount from the ordinary sources of 
revenus wes impossible, Hence loans 
had to be resorted to op the credit of the 
Government. Taoese loans, it is well 
known, were raised on bonds; and usu- 
ally, perhaps always, the loans were 
taken under par. And this was ‘ fuad- 
ing the public debt.’”’ Sothe Gov- 
eruments long before this period, had 
used their eredit for yarioys purposes. 
By tbe bonds of our State, or rajiroads 
uave been chiefly built. 

From this brief histopigal sketch we 
get an idea of fuading. I had detiaed it 
thus: Using the credit of the Govern- 
ment to raige money to meet its necessi- 
ties, aud thus avoiging beavy taxation 
for pressing wants. ut I haves seen 
Bouviey’s defiaition, which is clear and 
comprehensive, and atrictly in acord- 
ance with the history of the system. 
therefcre adopt that definition, which is 
as follows; ‘' The practicg o! borrowe 
ing money to defray the expenses of 
Government.’’—[ Bouvier, 12th Ei., Ti- 
ile Funding System | 

I cannot adopt the definition quoted 
from Chambers’ Encyclopedia; nor 
can J adept that of the counsel for 
the complainants, viz: ‘funding 
is the taking up of an old 
debt, already payabja, by eybstituiing 
new obligations, psyable at a future day, 
with intereest.”” ‘he Doge of Venice did 
not so “fund” ip 1171. Nor have the 
Parliament.of Enogiand and the Ameri- 
can Congress and Legislatures fuoded in 
this manner, And we must construs the 
act of the Legislature in controverey in 
the light of history. 

Counsel insist that these city bonds 
can only be used by sutstituting them, 
dollar for dollar, for the evidences o: 
debt already existing against the city, 
and now mature. | apprehend that few 
of those creditors whose Glaims were so 
pressing as to require the city to resort 
to these extraordinary means, will agree 
to exchange adebt now due for one on 
the same debtor having thirty years to 
rua; and the Legislature could hardly 
have contemplated such an exchange. 

And counsel even go so far as to say, 
that, if the city were to sall these bonds 
at par, and pay its debts, dollar for dol- 
jar, this would not bea funding the debt. 
While this proposition is the legitimate 
result of their reasoning, it seeme to me 
sufficient to show the fallacy of such 
reasoning. 

I do not deem it n to say more 
iscussed than 
‘that I think the Legislature could prop- 
erly confer on the city authority to issue 
these bonds ; and that the city may use 
them, as such securities are ordinarily 
used by other governments, for the pur- 
pose of raising or borrowing money to 
meet its debts; and the injunction will 
be so modified. 

The consequences may be as disastrous 
as the counsel suppose. For these the 
courts are not responsible. I am not 
financier enough to form an opinion of 
the consequenees. But, for the consola- 
of the taxpayers c>mplaining here, 
and tl eir counsel, and for the encourege- 
ment of those who take the ite 
view, I refer them to the pages Mea- 
caulay, already cited. He says: ‘‘‘ The 
attempt to lay a portion of the load (one 
hundred and forty millions) on the 
American colonies, produced another 
war. That war left ue with an addi- 
tional bundred millions of debt, and 
without the colonies, whose heip had 
been represented as  indispengable.

+prang from the French Revolution, and 
which far excelled in cust any that the 
world had ever seen, tasked the powers 
of public credit to the utmost. When 
the world wes again at rest the funded 
debt of Englard amounted to eight 
hundred millions. If the most enligut- 
ened man had been told, in 1792. ‘that, in 
1815, the interest on $500,000, 000 would 
be duly paid to the day at the bank; be 
wouid have been ss bud of belief as if 
he had been told that the Government 
would b3in possession of the lamp of 
Aladdin, or of the purse of Fortunatua. 
It was in truth a gigantic, a fabulous 
debt; and we van hardly wonder that 
the cry of despair should have been 
louder than ever. But again that cry 
was found to have been as unreasonabie 
asever. After a few years of exhaustion 
EKoglaud recovered ltierself. Yet, like 
Addison’s valetudinarian, who continued 
to whimper that he was dyiug of con- 
sumption till he became so fat that he 
was shamed into silence, she went on 
complaining that she was sick in poverty 
till her wealth showed itself by tokens 
which made her complaints ridiculous. 
The beggared, the bankrupt socisty not 
only proved able to meet allits obligations 
but, while mceting those obligations grew 
richer and richer so fast that the growth 
could almost be discoverel by the eye. 
lu every county, we saw wastes recently 
‘urned into gardens; in every city we 
saw new streets and +quares, and miar- 
kets, more brilliant lamps, more abuad- 
ant supplies of water; in the suburbs of 
every great seat of industry, we saw 
Villas multiplying fast, each embossed in 
its gay little Paradise of lifes and roses. 
While shaliow politicians were repeating 
that the energies of the people were 
borne down by the weight of the public 
burdens, the first journey was performed 
by steam on araiiway. Soon the !sland 
was intersected by railways. A sum ex- 
ceeding the whole amount of the nation- 
al debt at the end of the American war 
was, ina few years, voluntarily ex pended 
by this ruined peoplein viaducis, tun- 
nels, embankments, bridges, stations and 
engines. Meanwhile taxation was ai- 
most constantiy becoming iighter and 
lighter, yet stilithe exchequer was full. 
[t may be now affirmed without fear of 
contradiction, that we find it as easy to 
pay the interest of eight hundred 
millions as our ancestors found it, a cen- 
tury ago, to pay the iptcrest of eighty 
millions.”’ 

So much from Macaulay. If public 
debt isa Blessing, we of this city and 
country, may congratulate ourselves as 
bsing exceedingly happy. Lest us hope 
that the hiswry of tie prosperity of 
Eogiand in debt, may repeat itself in 
America in debt.
